Before the flying 
started 11 tank truci:s, a fire trucl:, an ambulance, 2 racio trucks, and another 
trucl: vere placed in position on the castern section of the rumvay. The jet fighters 
were towed to the take-off point by prime movers end a commmd car amd were fueled. 
Shortly afterward the pilots started the turbines by aircraft batteries and gene=- 
rators. fis soon as the turbines were ruming the fighters taxied to the take-off 
point. The planes, usually taking off in elements of tio, vent about 1,500 meters 
before leaving the cround. They immediately retracted their landing gears and 
asserbled over the field for formation flights which lasted between 35 and hO minutes. 
After landing at a speed of about 230 im/h the oireraft taxied back to the take-off 
point where they were refueled and checked. This took avout 0 minutes. The plames 
were then ready to take off again. +
